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Clay City man found guilty 
of sex crimes against child 



Task Force strikes again

A Clay City man has been 
convicted of sexual abuse and 
attempted rape after a jury 
decided to believe the child 
victim in a trial last week. 
Archie Vires, 52, was found 
guilty by a Powell County 
Jury Based on the nature of 
the charges Vires will have 
to serve 85 percent of his 
sentence. 

Vires had been indicted 
for sexual abuse first degree, 
sodomy first degree and 
attempted rape first degree. 
The indictment alleged that 
Vires had engaged in those 
activities with a victim who 
was nine years old at the time 
of the offenses. The indict¬ 
ments stated that the crimes 
took place in June and July 
of 2011. 

Court records indicate that 
after the evidence was col¬ 
lected and checked an indict¬ 
ment was sought earlier this 
year. But at trial there was 
some question as to why it 
took so long for the victim to 


tell anyone. 

Records and trial accounts 
indicate that the girl told 
authorities some eight 
months after the events, stat¬ 
ing she was afraid to come 
forward. Vires had denied any 
wrong doing. At one point 
the defense tried to state that 
the girl may be lying as part 
of an ongoing family dispute 
between the vicitm’s family 
and Vires’ wife, as they are 
related. 

But the victim was quite 
graphic in her description 
of the events. She went into 
detail of what happened 
and where. Prosecutors also 
noted that any such claim of 
her lying to help a dispute 
made no sense as she had 
reported the crimes before 
the dispute arose. 

The jury listened as Vires 
supporters sat on one side 
of the courtroom and the 
victim, with a parent, sat 
alone on the other side. The 
jury heard testimony most 
of last Thursday after being 
chosen and beginning last 
Wednesday. Last Thursday 


they were given the case at 
2:50 p.m. 

The jury came back to 
the courtroom as they had 
a question around 3:22 p.m. 
and returned again at 4:40 
p.m. to have a video testimo¬ 
ny replayed to them of the 
victim. That took about an 
hour, and they went back to 
deliberating at 5:40 p.m. 

The jury returned with the 
guilty verdicts at 6 p.m. Vires 
hung his head and appeared 
to be upset as the verdicts 
were read. Vires family mem¬ 
bers wept openly. 

The jury listened to more 
testimony in the sentencing 
stage and came back quickly 
with a recommendation of 20 
years. All of the counts sen¬ 
tences would run concurrent. 
Under the law Vires would 
have to serve 17 years of the 
sentence. 

He was taken into custo¬ 
dy and lodged in the Powell 
County Detention Center. 
Vires is set for official sen¬ 
tencing on Dec. 17.

The Powell County 
Sheriffs Office Task Force 
picked up another one. This

He has been charged with 
trafficking in a controlled 


substance third degree. 
Reports indicate he allegedly 
sold 60 Xanax pills for $160 
from his truck while sitting 
at Bakers Apartments across 
from the Mt. View Drive-In 
back on Nov. 14, 2013. 

Officers waited as the 
investigation is on-going and 
more arrests could be com¬ 
ing. 

Arnett was lodged at the 
Powell County Detention 
Center, his bond was not 
known at press time. His 
truck, the one officers say he 
used in the transaction, was 
confiscated. 


Stanton property tax rates to increase back to 1998 level

No one likes to hear the 
word, especially near the 
holidays. But according to 
Stantons city leaders, they 
really do not have much of a 
choice except to use the word 
and raise it - a little. 

The word is “tax” and the 
measure passed after Mayor 
Dale Allen had to cast the 
deciding vote. The city’s 
property tax has been basical¬ 
ly the same since 1998. That 
was when the tax rate was 
actually lowered in Stanton. 

“It was lowered back then 
because the city had more 
coming in from the payroll 
tax with about 500 people 
working inside the city lim¬ 
its,” Allen explained. “But 
since then, I checked with the 
PVA office and I am paying 
$18 less on my property tax 
than I was in 1998. So we 
need to do something to help 
build some revenue.” 

Allen explained that Clay 
City’s property tax is set at 
.099 percent per $100 of 


assessed value for property, 
while Stanton’s has been at 
.085 since Allen took office 
and even before then. With 
the rising cost of providing 
services and the city prepar¬ 
ing to build a city hall soon, 
any revenue generated would 
be put to good use rather 
quickly. 

“We are talking about rais¬ 
ing it maybe 10 cents on $100 
of assessed value. That would 
help to generated between 
$14,000 and $15,000,” Allen 
said. “That would be a build¬ 
ing payment.” 

Basically the rates would 
go back to the 1998 rates. “I 
know people will say, look 
they get elected and raise the 
tax,” Allen said. “But this has 
been on the table for a while. 
We know that the money 
(revenues) been going down.” 

Council member Dixie 
Lockard made the motion 
to allow the increase and 
Tommy Mays seconded the 
motion. Council member 
Pam McIntosh Tipton joined 
them on the vote, while 
council members Linville

Bellamy, Charlotte Estes 

and Margarita Arnett voted 
against the measure. Allen 
cast the deciding vote to pass 
the increase. It was only the 
second time since Allen has 
been mayor that he has had 
to cast a vote to break a tie. 
He just got re-elected to his 
third term earlier this month. 

The council also discussed 
allowing the city clerks to 
go to a “no cash payment” 


setup. Clay City also uses the 

method where water bills and 
other payments must be made 
by credit/visa cards, checks or 
money orders. There would 
be no charge if someone used 
a card, but there would be if 
they call in and use the card 
that way. 

The council also heard 
from Stanton Police Chief 
Kevin Neal about possibly 
looking at raises for officers. 


He said that newer officers 
are receiving up to $2 more 
on the hour in some agencies 
than Stanton officers with 
“12 to 14 years experience.” 

“Its not for me, its for 
them,” Neal told the council. 
“We’d liked to take of them.” 

Neal also noted that some 
of the older vehicles for the 
department, like the 2008

Inmate who failed to return after funeral, back in custody

You may run, but sooner or 
later you cannot hide any lon¬ 
ger. Shelly Poe found that out. 

Poe, who is no stranger to 
law enforcement and was part 
of the latest drug roundup 
was captured last Saturday 
after being charged with 
escape. 

According to Powell 
County Jailer Travis Crabtree, 
Poe was given a furlough to 
attend her father’s funeral 
on Friday, Nov. 7. She was 
to return to the jail, but she 
failed to do so. 

“We’ll look for her and I’ll 
get the word out to the media 
and other (law enforcement) 


agencies,” Crabtree said as he 
obtained a warrant for sec¬ 
ond degree escape on Poe last 
week. “But sooner or later we 
will catch her.” 

And so Stanton Police did 
just that. 

Powell County Sheriff’s 
Department Detective Larry 
Patterson notified other offi¬ 
cers that Poe was on Logan 
Lane last Saturday just after 3 
p.m. Stanton Police Sgt. James 
Watson and Powell County 
Deputy Mike Kelso respond¬ 
ed to the area and went to an 
apartment where Poe may be 
located. Patterson was out¬ 
side the building and as offi¬ 
cers went into the apartment, 
Patterson yelled that she had 
come out the back and was

running. Watson and Kelso 
caught her as she tried to 
cross Logan Lane. 

According to Watson’s 
arrest report she had “blood 
shot eyes” and she “could 
not stop grinding her teeth 
and could not sit still or stop 
moving.” 


Officers searched her pock¬ 
ets and found a clear bag 
containing a white powder 
substance. In another pock¬ 
et they found a “hard plas¬ 
tic box containing two small 
clear bags with a white sub¬ 
stance.” The box also report¬ 
edly had several small clear 
bags that were empty. Some 
of the bags had a “Superman” 
symbol on them. 

She was asked if she had 
anything else on her and said 
no. But once inside the Powell 
County Detention Center she 
was found to have more drug 
related items on her. 

She was placed under arrest 
and charged with fleeing and 
evading police (on foot), pub¬ 
lic intoxication, possession of 


a controlled substance first 
degree and promoting con¬ 
traband first degree. That 
goes along with the escape 
charge she was already facing, 
as well as indictment charges. 

Poe was arrested back on 
Oct. 21 after she had been 
indicted for two counts of 
first degree trafficking in a 
controlled substance (2 grams 
meth). She has faced various 
charges over the years, some 
also dealing with drugs. She 
and 30 others were arrest¬ 
ed as part of the latest drug 
round-up. 

She is currently being held 
in the Montgomery County 
Regional Detention Center.

As the nations strategy 
to address the Ebola virus 
continues to evolve, Clark 
Regional Medical Cen¬ 
ter and the Clark County 
Health Department have 
been collaborating closely 
to ensure that health care 
professionals are prepared 
to effectively care for poten¬ 
tial Ebola patients. 

According to Cherie Sib¬ 
ley, CEO of Clark Regional 
Medical Center, the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention and 
state health agencies have 
provided hospitals with the 
most up to date education 
about the virus for staff and 
physicians, screening crite¬ 
ria to identify anyone who 
may be infected, and in¬ 
structions about how to as¬ 
sist with the diagnosis and 
care of patients who present 
with symptoms of the virus. 
“While there are no con¬ 
firmed or suspected cases of 
Ebola virus disease in Ken¬ 
tucky, it is important that 
we be prepared to identify, 
assist with diagnosis, treat 
and stop the spread of Ebola 
virus disease if it presents to 
our hospital,” stated Sibley. 

Clark Regional Medical 
Center has taken the fol¬ 
lowing measures to prepare: 

• Triage and admission 
assessments have been re¬ 
vised to include questions 
regarding travel to high risk 
areas, as well as recent con¬ 
tact with people from those 
areas. 

• Signs have been placed 
at entrances asking anyone 


who has a fever and has 
traveled outside the coun¬ 
try, or who has had expo¬ 
sure to an international 
traveler to notify staff. 

• Dedicated isolation 
rooms have been designat¬ 
ed for patients who may 
have been exposed to Eb¬ 
ola and protective gear has 
been provided for our em¬ 
ployees. 

Clark Regional Medical 
Center staff is trained and 
prepared to manage out¬ 
breaks of viruses and in¬ 
fectious diseases, including 
Ebola. The community can 
be assured that the hospital 
is taking the appropriate 
precautionary measures to 
keep employees, visitors, 
and the community safe 
and to prevent the spread of 
this virus. 

In an effort to evaluate 
the communities prepared¬ 
ness for responding to an 
infectious disease like Ebo¬ 
la, a table top exercise was 
recently held at Clark Re¬ 
gional Medical Center in 
cooperation with the Clark 
County Health Depart¬ 
ment, Winchester and Clark 
County Fire and EMS, City 
of Winchester, Kentucky 
Emergency Management, 
Clark Emergency Manage¬ 
ment, Powell County EMS, 
Powell County Health De¬ 
partment, Regional Pre¬ 
paredness Coordinator and 
the states Regional Epide¬ 
miologist. 

The exercise was designed 
to practice the coordination 
of communication activi¬ 


ties in an Ebola Virus Dis¬ 
ease (EVD) scenario among 
Hospital Infection Con¬ 
trol Professionals, Hospital 
Emergency Preparedness 
Coordinators, Local/State 
Public Health Agencies, 
and Healthcare Coalitions. 

“As the Public Health Di¬ 
rector it is reassuring to see 
the key leaders in the com¬ 
munity come together to 
make sure we are prepared 
in the unlikely event we 
have to deal with an Ebola 
case,” states Scott Lockard, 
Clark County Public Health 
Director. “The leaders of 
Clark County have a strong 
history of cooperation and 
that is exactly what we saw 
at the tabletop exercise. 
Clark Regional Medical 
Center, EMS, Emergency 
Management, Local Gov¬ 
ernment, and the State and 
Local Health Departments 
will all work together to ef¬ 
fectively deal with whatev¬ 
er public health threats we 
face.” 

The City of Winchester’s 
Mayor Ed Burtner also par¬ 
ticipated in the exercise and 
states, “I was impressed with 
the dedication and commit¬ 
ment of our Clark Regional 
Medical Center and other 
public health professionals 
as they address this very 
important public health is¬ 
sue. I am convinced they are 
taking the matter seriously 
and will do all they can to 
protect our Community.”

Dodge Chargers, have 
seen some better days and it 
may be time to look at pur¬ 
chasing or leasing new vehi¬ 
cles. He also called that the 
city “sit down and go across 
the departments policy 
and procedure manual, as 
it needs to work.” The cur¬ 
rent manual was based on 
another county’s and there 
are references in the poli¬ 
cies that do not pertain to 
Stanton. 

The council also heard 
from Dewey Phelps, a Stan¬ 
ton resident and assistant 
state fire marshal. Phelps 
said he lives on East College 
Avenue and that drivers 
travel too fast in that area. 
“I can pull out of my drive 
and see no one coming and 
by time I get to the nursing 
center they are on my tail,” 
he told the council. 

Neal stated that he and 
his officers patrol that area 
extensively and he agrees 
some people do travel fast. 
He will try to step up pa¬ 
trols and the council even 
discussed placing a flashing 


speed zone sign in the area 
or asking the state to con¬ 
duct another traffic study. 

“They have done it be¬ 
fore. I’ve asked for a traffic 
light at Airport Road and 
they say there is not enough 
traffic, but maybe they are 
looking at the wrong time,” 
Allen said. The area is busi¬ 
est between 6 a.m. to 8 a.m. 
and again from 3:30 p.m. to 
6 p.m. 


The council also accepted 
the 2012-13 audit report. 
They are now awaiting the 
latest report for the lat¬ 
est fiscal year, 2013-2014. 
When that is completed, 
which could be in Janu¬ 
ary, the city will finally be 
caught up. For over six 
years the city was behind in 
audit reports which leaders 
blamed on previous admin¬ 
istrations. 
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tucky Department of Public

vention (CDC) to ensure 
the hospital is prepared 
with the appropriate plans 
to detect, protect and re¬ 
spond should anyone in our 
community contract or be 
exposed to the Ebola virus. 

Clark Regional Medical 
Center also offers the fol¬ 
lowing tips for preventing 
infectious viruses, like EVD. 
Basic infection control pro¬ 
cedures and good hygiene 
can prevent infection. Just 
like any other virus, EVD 
can be prevented by: 

• Avoiding contact with 
people who are sick or dis¬ 
play signs and symptoms 
that indicate illness, includ¬ 
ing sharing food, cups or 
eating utensils. 

• Washing your hands 
frequently — or, if soap and 
water aren’t available, using 
an alcohol-based hand sani¬ 
tizer with at least 60 percent 


alcohol. 

• Avoiding touching your 
eyes, nose and mouth with 
unwashed hands. 

• Disinfecting your home 
and belongings regularly. 

• Covering your mouth 
and nose when coughing 
or sneezing, using a tissue 
or your sleeve or elbow (not 
your hands). 

Because Ebola virus has 
similar symptoms as the 
flu, an annual flu vaccine 
can be effective in prevent¬ 
ing infection, and is highly 
recommended. In fact, the 
CDC recommends that ev¬ 
eryone from children age 
6 months to adults have an 
annual flu vaccination. 

Here are some important 
facts about Ebola provided 
by the CDC: 

• It can’t be spread by a 
person before he or she ex¬ 
hibits symptoms. 

• It is only spread by di¬ 
rect contact with infected 
blood or body fluids from a 


sick person or grossly con¬ 
taminated objects (like nee¬ 
dles). 

• It is not spread in the air, 
it is not spread in water, and 
it is not spread by mosqui¬ 
toes or insects. It is not gen¬ 
erally spread by food. 

• The incubation period 
is two to 21 days. Most pa¬ 
tients develop symptoms 
eight to ten days following 
exposure. 

• Health-care workers, 
family and friends of Ebola 
patients are most at risk. 

• Risk can be controlled 
by isolation of patients and 
careful attention to use 
of simple protections like 
gowns, goggles, masks and 
gloves. 

• Ebola cannot live long 
outside the human body. It 
is easily killed by common 
sanitizers.

In the midst of it 
all surely we can find some 
way to give thanks. 

A thankful spirit eases 
the spirit. Surely its good 
for blood pressure, chest 
pains, anxiety and a better 
nights sleep. We all have 
worries. We stress out about 
life even if the problems are 
small. While many have big 
problems others problems 
are small in comparison. 

Thousands of Ameri¬ 
cans are homeless. We are 
having temperatures in the 
low twenties in November. 
Many homeless people who 
I have personally talked 
to deal with not knowing 
where they will sleep or 
what they will eat. Many 
have small tents, or even try 
to sleep on park benches. I 
cant imagine. 

About twenty years ago 
I was only about twelve 
months into buying a house 
and lost my job. The house 
payment was hefty plus 
I had two car payments, 
a very sick wife and two 
small boys. We were liv¬ 
ing paycheck to paycheck 
and suddenly I was on the 
bottom, terrified and des¬ 
perate to quickly to find a 
job. I learned at that time 
that the toughest time to 


find a job is when you des¬ 
perately need one. I drove 
everywhere in search of a 
job. Prospective employers 
were kind suggesting that 
maybe later down the road 
they might have an oppor¬ 
tunity. I needed something 
immediately. There was al¬ 
most never a moment that I 
slept at night. 

After becoming unem¬ 
ployed, I also felt friendless. 
For years prior I thought I 
had zillions of friends. Sud¬ 
denly it seemed as if no one 
knew me. I felt as if I had 
been dropped into a bot¬ 
tomless chasm and nobody 
cared. 

Suddenly I came up with 
a solution. I would end my 
life. Briefly I felt uplifted 
and hopeful. This would be 
the way out of what seemed- 
to be no way out. I lived in 
a nice neighborhood at the 
time and decided to take a 
walk at 1:00 AM. The sky 
was clear and it appeared 
as if every star was shining 
that night. It was one of 
those nights when I felt like 
I could touch each star. As 
I walked the neighborhood 
that late summer evening I 
was very alone without the 
sound of cars or children 
playing. It was dead silent. 
I could hear my heart beat¬ 
ing in the quiet of the night. 
I started thinking, “I have 
a wonderful family who 
needs me. I have to be here 
for them. Taking my life 
would be a horrific act of 
selfishness.” 

I went back home and got 
on my knees and asked God 
to lead me and help me. If I 
ever needed a miracle from 
God it was then. I told God 
I would do anything, go 


anywhere. 

About two weeks later a 
man from Indiana called 
me and said “Glenn, would 
you be interested in mov¬ 
ing to Indiana?” Quietly 
I thought to myself, God, 
anything but Indiana! Our 
family pulled up, moved 
and it ended up being the 
most empowering twenty 
years of my life.

Maybe this Thanksgiving 
you are having trouble be¬ 
ing thankful. Maybe your 
life is in pain and you are 
spiraling downward into a 
dark chasm. My hope for 
you is that one night you 
might see the stars in their 
entire splendor and that 
your life will soon shine 
among them full of thanks¬ 
giving.

Yet again, policymakers 
have undermined Amer¬ 
icas energy renaissance. 
The Obama administra¬ 
tion just announced that 
it will continue to delay its 
decision on the Keystone 
pipeline until after the mid¬ 
term elections. The pipeline 
would connect Canadian 
oil sources to American 
refineries and create thou¬ 
sands of new American jobs 
in the process. 

Full construction of Key¬ 
stone would strengthen 
Americas economy, fur¬ 
ther key geopolitical goals, 
and -- despite the unhinged 
handwringing from green 
extremists -- significantly 
benefit the environment. 
The Senate needs to stand 
up to these unreasonable 
Luddites and approve the 
pipeline once and for all. 

Keystone would increase 
our Canadian energy im¬ 
ports and, consequently, 
spur employment. 

According to a recent 
State Department report, 
the construction phase of 
Keystone alone would cre¬ 
ate 42,000 new jobs and 
would indirectly generate 
another 100,000 positions 
in support industries like 
food and transportation. 
All told, the American en¬ 
ergy sector directly sup¬ 
ports over 9 million jobs- 
and that number is growing 
every year. 

Equally importantly, 
building Keystone would 
spur expansion of U.S. nat¬ 
ural gas production. Our 
excess natural gas could 
then go to our European al¬ 
lies, who could wean them¬ 


selves off Russian imports 
and deprive the Kremlin of 
one of its favorite diplomat¬ 
ic daggers. 

During the recent inva¬ 
sion of Ukraine, for exam¬ 
ple, Russia threatened Eu¬ 
rope with higher gas prices 
if it hampered its occupa¬ 
tion of Crimea. Already, the 
price for gas in Ukraine has 
risen by 80 percent thanks 
to strategic price gouging 
from the Russian gas com¬ 
pany Gazprom. 

Bolstering American nat¬ 
ural gas production would 
undercut Russia’s gas sales 
and reduce Putins ability 
to bully others in his re¬ 
gion. But at present, of the 
dozens of proposed export 
terminals across the United 
States, just one has actually 
received full approval and 
been built. 

The pretense for impos¬ 
ing the blockade to Key¬ 
stone’s approval is a concern 
for its environmental im¬ 
pacts. Critics argue that in¬ 
creasing crude oil imports 
is counterproductive to the 
Obama administration’s 
sworn goal of cutting down 
national carbon emissions. 

The Canadian energy de¬ 
posits, however, are going 
to be developed regard¬ 
less of whether Keystone 
is built. A January report 
from the State Depart¬ 
ment points out that Key¬ 
stone delays “have led to 
growing volumes of crude 
[being] shipped by rail.” 
And this method of trans¬ 
port is much more emis- 
sions-heavy than a pipeline. 

Meanwhile, claims that 
the pipeline itself would 
dramatically increase emis¬ 
sions are baseless. That same 
State Department analysis 


concluded that Keystone 
construction would have a 
negligible impact on carbon 
emissions. 

By expanding our natural 
gas production, Keystone 
could actually help low¬ 
er emissions over the long 
run. Gas releases about half 
the emissions of coal. Al¬ 
ready, increased natural gas 
production has decreased 
American emissions by 10 
percent between 2005 and 
2012. Moving our economy 
even farther away from coal 
and toward gas can further 
reduce emissions. 

Given these facts, green 
activist opposition to this 
pipeline seems more about 
grandstanding than helping 
the environment. 

Keystone needs to be res¬ 
cued from such nonsensical 
drama now that over four 
years of studies and anal¬ 
ysis support its creation. 
Its full construction would 
stir rapid economic growth 
and improve our geopolit¬ 
ical positioning. Failure to 
build Keystone would ulti¬ 
mately lead to more acute 
environmental degradation 
and higher emission rates 
associated with alternative 
means of energy transpor¬ 
tation. 

We are Americans. We 
used to build things in this 
country. We can do so again 
if the Senate approves the 
permit for Keystone and 
allow us to make it happen.

In a press conference 
held last Thursday, Clark 
Regional Medical Cen¬ 
ter (CRMC) announced it 
has joined forces with UK 
Healthcare to provide an 
even higher standard of 
care for patients with heart 
disease or cancer. CRMC is 
now an official affiliate in 
the UK Gill Heart Institute 
Affiliate Network and also 
has entered into a formal 
collaboration with the UK 
Markey Cancer Center to 
develop its oncology service 
line. 

“We are excited about ex¬ 
panding our outpatient ser¬ 
vices in collaboration with 
UK Healthcare. This allows 
us to offer quality heart 
care with convenience of 
location to our community 
and the surrounding areas,” 
Cherie Sibley chief execu¬ 
tive officer of CRMC said. 
“Clark Regional Medical 
Center’s mission is to make 
our community healthi¬ 
er, and clinical affiliations 
between our community 
hospital and a regional ter¬ 
tiary provider enable us to 
advance our mission even 
further. 

The collaboration be¬ 
tween CRMC and the Gill 
Heart Institute will improve 
access to tools for the di¬ 
agnosis and treatment of 


cardiovascular diseases, 
according to Dr. Rick Mc¬ 
Clure, director of the Gill 
Heart Network of affiliates 
and health care partners. 

“What started as a con¬ 
versation about how to pro¬ 
vide the highest quality car¬ 
diovascular care locally has 
transformed into a healthy 
collaboration between 

these institutions,” Dr. Mc¬ 
Clure said. “Quality cardio¬

School board hears how elementary 
schools performed on tests, take care 
of PCHS construction business

The Powell County 
School Board met again 
last week, the first of two 
regular monthly meetings 
that are scheduled. The 
meeting was short on busi¬ 
ness, but long on content 
as the board members got 
to hear from the elementa¬ 
ry schools about their test 
score results. 

The board heard from 
Suzanne Meadows (Clay 
City principal), G.G. Si¬ 
mon (Bowen principal) and 
James Crase (Stanton prin¬ 
cipal) as they used video 
and slideshow technology 
to break down their school’s 
numbers when it came to 
the recently released test 
scores. Each school did 
rather well this time and 
showed vast improvement, 
but all three principals 
made it clear that they were 
not ready to stop and want¬ 
ed to improve even more. 

The highlights of the 
over one hour long presen¬ 
tation was that at Bowen 
there were no third grade 
students who scored as a 
novice, which is quite an 


accomplishment. At Clay 
City they had improved so 
much that they now rank 
195 out of 720 elementa¬ 
ry schools in Kentucky At 
Stanton, the over all jump 
from last year’s marks to 
this years scores with the 
bat distraction and person¬ 
al issues had Crase praising 
the superintendent, board 
members, central office, 
but most importantly the 
teachers and staff at Stanton 
Elementary 

“We couldn’t have done it 
without them,” he added. 

After the presentation, 
the board approved sever¬ 
al items related to the high 
school’s addition and reno¬ 
vation projects. That includ¬ 
ed a scheduled payment 
to Marilla Design & Con¬ 
struction in the amount of 
$90,561.62. It also includ¬ 
ed a change order request 
eliminating chain link 
fence that would have been 
70 feet long and six feet tall 
between the high school 
and middle school. There 
will be an eight foot fence. 
The change decreased the 
amount by $1,200. 

The board also approved 
the final payment on the 
new bleachers in the gym, 


which was $79,990. They 
also approved two final 
payments for stone being 
used in the parking lots re¬ 
construction. They were for 
$12,000 and $47,000. 

The board also approved 
the PCHS Class of 2015 
Senior Trip. The seniors 
will be going to Savannah, 
Georgia. The trip was in a 
little bit of trouble as only 
eight students had signed 
up by the day before the 
down payments were due. 
However, on the day the 
payments were due the 
trip now has 43 students 
registered to go. The trip is 
scheduled for May 5-8. 

The board also approved 
an overnight trip for the 
Powell County X-treme 
Team to travel to India¬ 
napolis to perform at half¬ 
time of an Indiana Pacers 
game at Lucas Oil Arena. 
The team is made up of 
boys from preschool to fifth 
grade displaying basket¬ 
ball dribbling and passing 
skills. They have performed 
for professional and college 
teams before. The trip will 
be April 3-5, during the Fi¬ 
nal Four weekend also held 
at Lucas Oil Arena.

“Leading health offi¬ 
cials agree that the flu 
vaccine is safe for preg¬ 
nant women at all stag¬ 
es of pregnancy and for 
breastfeeding mothers,” 
Dr. Mayfield said. “The 
Kentucky Department 
for Public Health urges 
all pregnant women to 
get vaccinated against the 
flu.” 

Immunizing the moth¬ 
er during pregnancy also 
has the added benefit of 
protecting her newborn. 
Immune antibodies are 
passed across the placen¬ 
ta before delivery, which 
could help to protect the 
infant during the first 
months after delivery, as 
the vaccine is not rec¬ 
ommended for infants 
younger than six months 
of age. 

“Vaccinating pregnant 
women protects mothers, 
their unborn babies and 
their babies after birth,” 


said Dr. Mayfield. “Vacci¬ 
nation of the mother and 
all other household con¬ 
tacts before birth is the 
most effective measure 
to prevent flu infection 
in infants less than six 
months old.” 

Infection with the flu vi¬ 
rus can cause fever, head¬ 
ache, cough, sore throat, 
runny nose, sneezing 
and body aches. Flu is a 
very contagious disease 
caused by the influenza 
virus, which spreads from 
person to person through 
contact with infected na¬ 
sal and oral secretions. 
While vaccine supplies 
are expected to be ample 
this season, DPH advises 
individuals to call ahead 
to check with their health 
care provider, local health 
department or pharmacy 
about the availability of 
flu vaccine.

#FinishStrongKY: Weekly Campaign Results 


Preliminary statistics indicate that six 
people died on Kentucky roadways from 
Monday, Nov. 10 through Sunday, Nov. 16, 
2014. During the same reporting period, 
KSP accounted for 496 seat belt citations, 
112 aggressive driving citations, 40 distract¬ 
ed driving citations and 90 DUI arrests. 

In an effort to reduce highway fatali¬ 
ties, KSP is asking Kentuckians to ‘Finish 
Strong’ in 2014 by adhering to safe driving 
procedures including wearing seat belts, re¬ 
ducing speed, refraining from distractions 
and never driving impaired. Kentucky is 
currently at its lowest highway fatality rate 
in nearly fifty years. 

The #FinishStrongKY project began No¬ 
vember 1, 2014 with a data driven strate¬ 
gy that places enforcement details in high 


crash zones where fatalities have occurred. 
The effort will continue through the holi¬ 
days. 

KSP is partnering with the Kentucky 
Office of Highway Safety and the Feder¬ 
al Highway Administration to roll out the 
#FinishStrongKY media blitz. The agencies 
will utilize social media platforms to blast 
out uniform traffic safety messaging with 
the hashtag FinishStrongKY. 

Citizens can contribute to highway safety 
by reporting erratic drivers to the Kentucky 
State Police toll-free at 1-800-222-5555. 
Callers will remain anonymous and should 
give a description of the vehicle, location, 
direction of travel and license number if 
possible.

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What to do with that leftover turkey

Leftovers must 
be stored and reheated safe¬ 
ly to prevent foodborne ill¬ 
nesses. 

Follow these tips to en¬ 
sure your leftovers are safe 
to eat: 

• Refrigerate leftovers 
within two hours of the food 
sitting at room tempera¬ 
ture. Bacteria grow best at 
temperatures between 40 
and 140 degrees F. Use an 
appliance thermometer to 
make sure your refrigerator 
is set below 40 degrees. 

• For quicker cooling, di¬ 
vide leftovers into smaller 
portions in shallow con¬ 
tainers. Place the hot food 
directly into the refrigera¬ 
tor. 

• Once you are ready to 
eat your leftovers, reheat 
them so the internal tem¬ 
perature of the food reach¬ 
es 165 degrees F. check the 


temperature with a food 
thermometer. Safely reheat 
soups, sauces and gravies by 
bringing them to a boil. 

• When reheating in a 
microwave, make sure ther 
are no cold spots in the food 
where bacteria could sur¬ 
vive. Stir and rotate food 
for even heating. 

• Eat or freeze any re¬ 
maining leftovers within 
three to four days.

Annual eye exams especially important for diabetics, early detection 


November is National Diabetes Awareness Month. That’s 
why the Kentucky Optometric Association is reminding 
people that an annual eye exam is important for detecting 
eye diseases that diabetics are more likely to develop. 

Diabetes interferes with the body’s ability to use and 
store sugar, which can cause damage throughout the body, 
including the eyes. Over time, diabetes affects the circula¬ 
tion system of the retina, which is the light-sensitive lining 
at the back of the eye. 

With an estimated 10 percent of Kentuckians having 
diabetes, regular dilated eye exams are critical to prevent 
vision loss, according to Dr. Joseph Cory Bastin, an optom¬ 
etrist in Hopkinsville, Ky. 

“All too often, eye problems show no symptoms until 
they are in an advanced stage, and that’s why we recom¬ 
mend that people with diabetes in particular have an eye 
examination by a doctor of optometry at least once a year,” 
Bastin said. “When the eyes are dilated, an eye doctor is 
able to examine the retina for signs of diabetic eye disease 
and prescribe a course of treatment to help preserve an in¬ 
dividual’s sight.” 

People with diabetes at greater risk for eye, vision disor¬ 
ders 



People with diabetes are at a significantly higher risk for 
developing eye diseases including glaucoma, cataracts and 
diabetic retinopathy, one of the most serious sight-threat¬ 
ening complications of diabetes. 

Diabetics are 40 percent more likely to suffer from glau¬ 
coma than people without diabetes and 60 percent more 
likely to get cataracts. People with diabetes also tend to get 


cataracts at a younger age and have them progress faster. 

Diabetic retinopathy is a condition that causes progres¬ 
sive damage to the retina. Damage to the tiny blood vessels 
that nourish the retina causes swelling of retinal tissue and 
clouding of vision. If left untreated, diabetic retinopathy 
may lead to blindness. 

Since early warning signs of diabetic eye and vision dis¬ 
orders are often subtle or undetected, the Kentucky Opto¬ 
metric Association recommends that high-risk individuals 
look for initial signs and contact a doctor of optometry if 
any of the following symptoms are present: 

Sudden blurred or double vision 

Trouble reading or focusing on near-work 

Eye pain or pressure 

A noticeable aura or dark ring around lights or illumi¬ 
nated objects 

Visible dark spots in vision or images of flashing 
lights “There also are several things people can do to help 
prevent or slow the development of diabetic eye disease, 
including eating a healthy diet that includes Omega 3s, 
fresh fruits and vegetables; exercising regularly, controlling 
high blood pressure, and avoiding alcohol and smoking,” 
Bastin said.

Encouraging word: We owe a debt 


Three hundred ninety four 
years ago, the MAYFLOWER, 
after a stormy voyage across 
the Atlantic, anchored in what 
is now Provincetown Harbor at 
the northern tip of Cape Cod. 
That was a great distance north 
of the Virginia Colony, its orig¬ 
inal destination. 

One hundred one Pilgrims 
who were fleeing religious 
persecution in England were 
aboard the MAYFLOWER. Recognizing that they 
were out of English territory, those Pilgrims decided 
that they “would use their own liberty; for none had 
the power to command them.” 

That decision led to the Mayflower Compact that 
was signed onboard the MAYFLOWER on November 


11, 1620. Since the Julian calendar was the official 
calendar of England until 1752 when the Gregorian 
calendar was adopted there was a difference of 10 
days in the two calendars, so the date of the signing, 
according to todays calendar, was November 21, 
1620. 

The Mayflower Compact is a short document. 
“We, whose names are underwritten,...solemnly and 
mutually, in the presence of God, and one another, 
covenant and combine ourselves together into a civil 
body politic.” That union was for a purpose: “For our 
better ordering, and preservation and furtherance of 
the ends aforesaid; and by virtue hereof to enact, con¬ 
stitute, and frame such just and equal laws, ordinanc¬ 
es, acts, constitutions, and offices, from time to time, 
as shall be thought most meet and convenient for the 
general good of the colony; unto which we promise 
all due submission and obedience.” This action was 
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Hope to see you in church ! 


undertaken “for the glory of God, and advancement 
of the Christian faith? 

That document, consisting of 195 words, was not 
a constitution, but it was the first governing docu¬ 
ment of the Plymouth Colony. Charles Francis Potter 
called it “one of the most important documents not 
only of American history but of the long struggle of 
mankind toward free institutions.” 

The influence of the document is significant. “We, 
whose names are underwritten” became “We the peo¬ 
ple” to frame the constitution of the United States, and 
the desire of the pilgrims to escape religious persecu¬ 
tion found expression in the first article of the Bill 
of Rights, the first amendment to the Constitution. 
That article emphatically says, “Congress shall make 
no law respecting an establishment of religion, or 
prohibiting the free exercise thereof.” 

We owe a tremendous debt to those Pilgrims.

can cook, its venison (and 
fish, he can fry some won¬ 
derful fish). 

One of his favorites this 
time of year is venison stew. 
Since we had some this past 
weekend, I’ve decided to 
share with you his recipe. 
We’ve made various chang¬ 
es to the recipe over the past 
few years, and finally I think 
we’ve got it down pat! 

Ingredients 

• 4 large or 6 small red 
skin potatoes, cubed 

• 2 cups of sliced carrots 

• 1 onion, cut into chunks 

• 1 (32oz) box of beef 
broth 

• 4-5 cups of water 

• 3 beef bouillon cubes 

• 1 tablespoon salt 

• 1 teaspoon black pepper 

• 1 teaspoon of Creole 
Seasoning 

• 3 heaping tablespoons 
of red currant jelly 

• 1 1/2 pounds cubed 
venison (the roast works for 
this well) 

• 1 to 2 tablespoons of ja- 
lapeno juice (I also add in 
one or two sliced jalapenos, 


depends on your heat pref¬ 
erence) 

• 1 clove of minced garlic 

• 3/4 c. seasoned flour 
(Wisenberger or Kentucky 
Colonels works well) 

Into a large slow cooker 
add broth, water, red cur¬ 
rant jelly, bouillon cubes, 
salt, pepper, creole season¬ 
ing and jalapeno juice. Stir 
until dissolved. Next add in 
your vegetables and veni¬ 
son. Set the slow cooker on 


low and cook for 7-8 hours 
or on high for 4-5 hours. A 
few minutes before serv¬ 
ing, mix your season flour 
with 1/4 cup water until 
dissolved*. Pour into stew 
and cook until you get the 
desired thickness. (*Hint: 
Pour a small amount of 
season flour into a separate 
bowl and use the hot stew 
liquid. Mix until almost like 
a thick cream before you 
place in your slow cooker. 


If not, you’ll have seasoned 
dumplings in your stew. 
Trust me on this!) 

Now, in my house we love 
this stew with either home¬ 
made buttermilk biscuits or 
cornbread. This meal will 
feed about four, depending 
on who you are feeding! 


I hope that you enjoy this 
meal as much as my family 
does, and I would love for 
some of you to share your 
venison and wild meat rec¬ 
ipes. As the wife of a hunter 
and fisherman, I’m always 
on the search for new rec¬ 
ipes to try

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KY Afield Outdoors: Fishing remains productive during deer season

Kentucky offers some of the 
finest deer hunting found any¬ 
where, and the modern gun 
deer season stands as one of 
the most anticipated opportu¬ 
nities each year. 

Its allure draws many an¬ 
glers away from the water in 
November. 

“A lot of people start to 
put up their fishing gear this 
time of year and head for the 
woods,” said Dane Balsman, 
urban fisheries research biol¬ 
ogist with the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “There are a lot of 
good fishing opportunities in 
the fall and a lot less pressure. 
You can have some of your 
best fishing this time of year.” 

Anglers don’t have to travel 
far to find a productive spot. 

Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
started the Fishing In Neigh¬ 
borhoods (FINs) program in 
2006 as a way to expand fish¬ 
ing opportunities for anglers 
living in the states largest cit¬ 
ies. 

Initially limited to a handful 
of lakes in central and north¬ 
ern Kentucky, the program 
took off and now includes 40 
lakes across the state. 

In October and November, 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
stocks a total of 57,000 rain¬ 
bow trout in FINs lakes. 

These 9- to 11-inch trout, 
reared at the Wolf Creek Na¬ 
tional Fish Hatchery, are eager 
to bite and put up a fight that 
often belies their size. A small 
in-line spinner or a 1/8-ounce 
spoon in silver or gold are 
good bets. Brightly-colored 


dough baits formulated for 
trout and corn fished on the 
bottom or suspended under a 
bobber also are consistent pro¬ 
ducers. 

“Pretty basic: small hook, 
small bait,” Balsman said. “It 
doesn’t take much.” 

The newest addition to 
the FINs lineup is the 11.6- 
acre lake at Maysville-Mason 
County Recreation Park. It 
joined the program this year 
and received its first stocking 
of catfish this past summer. 

“It’s a pretty lake with great 
access all the way around it,” 
said Balsman, who added 
that the lake would receive its 
stocking of trout this month. 

FINs lakes are stocked with 
channel catfish and hybrid 
sunfish in spring and summer. 
The bass and bluegill pop¬ 
ulations are monitored and 
supported with stockings as 
needed. 

“Those other fish are still 
feeding pretty heavily in No¬ 
vember trying to pack on 
some pounds for the cold win¬ 
ter months when they’re not as 
active,” Balsman said. 

Daily limits for FINs lakes 
are five rainbow trout, four 
catfish, one largemouth bass 
over 15 inches and 15 bluegill 
or other sunfish. 

Anglers ages 16 and older 
will need a statewide fishing li¬ 
cense, unless exempt. Licensed 
anglers who intend to keep 
their trout also must purchase 
a trout permit. The permit is 
included in the Sportsman’s li¬ 
cense and Senior license. 

“If you’re going to catch and 
release trout, practice good 
techniques,” Balsman said. 
“Don’t use a dry towel or step 
on the fish to get the hook out. 


Try to keep it damp with your 
hands. If it swallows the hook, 
you’re probably better off cut¬ 
ting the line.” 

Feeling more adventurous? 

The tailwater below Lake 
Cumberland’s Wolf Creek 
Dam is a year-round fishery 
renowned for trout, striped 
bass and walleye. 

“The tailwater is always 
good,” said John Williams, 
southeastern district fisheries 
biologist for Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife. “The upper part 
of the tailwater from the dam 
to Helm’s Landing or Win¬ 
frey’s Ferry is better in terms 
of numbers of trout. As you 
go downstream from there 
you usually get some big fish. 
I always like fishing Helm’s 
to Winfrey’s. You have good 
numbers and some nice-sized 
fish, too.” 

Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life biologists sampled the 
area within the past week and 
found mostly rainbows around 
Helm’s Landing and mostly 
brown trout down around the 
Burkesville area near the KY 
61 bridge. Crankbaits that imi¬ 
tate crawfish and minnows are 
effective for trout. Work either 
with a steady retrieve or quick 
jerks to entice strikes. 

“We also saw some nice 
stripers below Hatchery 
Creek,” Williams said, “and 
several walleye pretty close to 
the dam.” 

Anglers should consult the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
website at www.lrn.usace. 
army.mil for the water release 
and generation schedule. 

“If you like a big fish, it’s 
probably the best place to catch 
a huge striper because they’ve 
got plenty to eat and the water

conditions are nice and cool,” 
Williams said. “You never see 
a skinny striper in the tailwa¬ 
ter. They’re always bruisers. 
The walleye always look nice 
down there. I wouldn’t say 
there’s big numbers of either 
one of those but there’s some 
and they’re always in good 


condition. The brook trout are 
coming on, too.” 

The license year doesn’t end 
until Feb. 28, 2015, so get out 
this deer season, enjoy some 
great fishing and get your 
money’s worth on your fishing 
license.
